Been Ordered in Scheme to 
Continue Pre-War Policies. 


The effort to settle all the strikes 
now pending in St. Louis, and to pro- 
vide a future basis of adjustment of 
labor troubles here, during the con- 
tinuance of the war, was resumed 
today by Maj. W. C. Rogers of the 
Ordnance Bureau of the War De- 
partment. 

Maj. Rogers said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter in the afternoon that 
he had received new instructions by 
telegraph from the War Department 
at midnight. Acting on these in- 
structions, he said, he arranged two 
meetings for this afternoon—one 
with labor union officials at the 
Machinists’ Union headquarters, 810 
Chestnut street, and one later with 
the employers affected by the strike, 
at the Mercantile Club. 

Maj. Rogers was asked by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter whether the de- 
partment’s instructions directed him 
to alter the basis on ‘which he has 
been trying to bring about a settle- 
ment, e has been urging that the 
Strikes“be settled on the basis of 
maintainmg former conditions as to 
the open or closed shop. Under the 
plan which he has been setting forth 
for several days, firms which have 
recognized labor unions would con- 
tinue to recognize them, and those 
which have not recognized them 
would not be asked to do so while 
the war continues. At the same time 
he has urged that the increased cost 
of living be fully taken into account 
by employers. 

Declines to Discuss Basis. 
. He declined to make a direct an- 
Swer to the question whether this 
program had been changed in the 
new orders received by him. He 
Said this question “hits at the heart 
of the matter.” 

Labor leaders believe that any al- 
teration which the War Department 
might make in Maj. Rogers’ program 
would be alterations in favor of un- 
ion labor. 

Maj. Rogers said his atric tions 
were issued after he had talked by 
long-distance telephone with certain 
of his superior officers. 

Maj. Rogers’ plan, 
printed in Sunday's Post-Dispatch, 
was approved by the employers, and 
Was referred by labor union offi- 
clals to Samuel Gompers, president 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor, for a reply. No reply has been

There fs no doubt that the enemy 
has throughout the battle, so far as 
it has gone, greatly outnumbered the 
two British armies which hitherto 
alone have been engaged. Out of 
96 German divisions on our front, 
not less than 73 already have been 
identified in the battle line or im- 
mediately in the rear of it, and while 
we have never had less superiority 
against us than two to one, it has 
often been the case that the enemy's 
preponderance has been three or 
four to one. (A German division is 
composed of about 12,000 men).

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Germans Have Come Upon the 
Field of the Second Marne 
Well-Nigh Exhausted, Writes 
Post-Dispatch Critic.

While there has been no major 
change in the situation in the last 24 
hours, three circumstances of real 
importance are to be noted. First, 
the battle to the north of the Somme, 
between Arras and the old Somme 
battlefield, has more and more tend- 
ed to stabilize itself.

Second, there has been a marked 
increase in the intensity of the Ger- 
man effort south of the Somme, be- 
tween that river and the Oise, par- 
ticularly in the plain to Santerre, 
east of Chaulnes and Roye, where 
Castelnau won the great battle of 
Roye in. September, 1914, after the 
Marne. 

Third, the position of the British 
and the French, who are now prac- 
tically back upon the lines from 
which they began their attack in 
the battle of the Somme, and the 
hints coming from British headquar- 
ters in France both seem to indicate 
that the moment for the counter of- 
fensive is at hand. 

Now, examining these three cir- 
cumstances in detail it is essential 
to recognize at first that the German 
attack has not been actually stopped 
at any point. It has merely slowed 
down, at least temporarily to the 
north, and this may or may not 
prove to be the prelude to a return 
to positional warfare, to the old 
trench deadlock. But from the start 
the German success north of the line 
of the Somme has been far less com- 
plete than in the south and British 
retirement in this sector has been 
conditioned upon the pressure fur- 
ther down. 

If the British have stopped the 
German attack to the north they wi!!l 
find themselves about in their old 
lines of- June, 1916. And a failure to 
hold these lines would mean the 
opening of a very wide bulge in their 
center and an immediate menace to 
Amiens, not much more than 20 
miles behind Albert, which is now 
just behind the British left flank. 

Drive Weakens in North. 

Conceivably, just conceivably, the 
German thrust has worn itself out 
to the north. In that case there 
would naturally be an intensification 
of effort to the south, where the 
German advance is still steady and 
fairly rapid Then the decision 
would come between the Oise and 
the Somme, and in the plain of San- 
terre, about Roye and Chaulnes, 
which were both in German 
throughout the battle of the Somme 

It is clear now that the worst 
break in the British line was at th> 
extreme south, between the western 
/outskirts of St. Quentin and the bend

French View Is That if Germans 
Are Held for 48 Hours Drive 
Will Be Checked. 


CLEMENCEAU CONFIDENT 


Franco-British High Command 
Said to Be Planning to 
Deliver Battles. 


PARIS, March 27 (By A. P.).— 
In conversation with Deputies this 
morning, Premier Clemenceau de- 
clared that never was’7 confidence 
more justified than now: 

According to the latest news from 
the front, the force of the German 
attack seems to have been dimin- 
ished. by the deadly struggle of the 
last few days. Yesterday’s onslaught 
was far from having the same vio- 
lence as those which preceded it. 

The Franco-British high com- 
mand is taking advantage of the re- 
spite to prepare for battles which 
the allies will deliver at their own 
time and _on the most favorable 
ground. 

Deputies who took part in earlier 
campaigns express the opinion that 
if the Germans can be held for 48 
hours more their offensive will prove 
to have been checked. 

An official note issued today Savs: 

“The Cabinet met this morning, 
President Poincare presiding. - Pre- 
mier Clemenceau informed his col- 
leagues of the military situation. The 
Premier has just returned from the 
front, where he passed the day Tues- 
day with President Poincare 
Louis Loucheur (the Minister of 
Munitions). The Premier returned 
with a satisfactory impression.”

Von Ludendorff Discusses 
Battle---“ Victory but Can’t Foresee 
Result---Now War of Movement” 


AMSTERDAM, March 27 (By A. P.). 
GREAT battle has been fought and victory has been won, 
A but nobody can foresee what will result from it.” said Gen. 
von Ludendorff, chief aid to Field Marshal von Hindenburg, 
in an interview with the correspondent at the front of the Tages 
Zeitung of Berlin. 


The General praised the Brit- 
ish for their tenacious resistance, 
and continued: “The British be- 
lieved they could rely on the 
strength of machinery. The em- 
ployment of tanks and _ great 
numbers of machine guns is typ- 
ical of their methods of war- 
fare.”’ 

Men Had One Night’s Rest. 

The German infantry, the 
General added, had only one 
night’s rest during five or six 
days of battle. 

“In a battle like this,” he re- 
marked, “the infantryman, must 
risk his life not only once but 
continuously from trench to 
trench.” 

In an interview which is pub- 
lished in the Volks Zeitung of 
Cologne, Gen. von Ludendorff 
says: 

‘“‘The course of the battle goes 
exactly as it was planned, and 
as was hoped it would go. The 
infantry has completely main- 
tained the spirit with which it 
entered the war in 1914, and this 
will bring further successes, al- 
though the enemy is still strong 
and fights with determination. 

British Riflemen Skillful. 

"We have succeeded in chang- 
ing the fighting from position 
warfare to warfare of move- 
ment, although the attacker had 
everything against him and the 
defender had strong defensive 
means in his favor.

The enemy has collected 
on this front every available di- 
vision and is aiming at the de- 
structron of the British army. 
We have already inflicted on the 
enemy, in the course of the last 
few days, a very heavy loss, and 
the French are sending troops 
as quickly as possible to our sup- 
port. 

“T feel that every one in the 
army, fully realizing how much 
depends on the exertions and 
steadfastness of each one of us, 
will do his utmost to prevent the 
enemy from attaining his ob- 
ject.”

BRITISH FIGHT ON, 
. DOG-TIRED, FACING 
TERRIFIC ODDS 


Weary Men in Front Limes For- 
get Day of Week and Where 
They Came From. 


Telegraphing from British headquar- 
ters in Frarce, Reuter’s correspond- 
ent says: 

‘Never has the traditional quality 


of British steadfastness been more 
wonderfully illustrated than now. 
Time and time again troops have 
been overwhelmed and overrun by 
swarming legions and as often have 
they managed to emerge and regain 
their line. What would be regarded 
as consummate feats of skill in field 
maneuvers are being constantly per- 
formed in the grimmest struggle. 
“One of the most dramatic inci- 
dents was when our most weary 
troops were fighting against hope- 
less odds and striving to prevent the 


‘force of the heroic resistance of the 


view with calm confidence the devel- 
opments of the gigantic battle which 
has been going on for five days. This 
confidence is based upon all the ex- 
periences of this war. Each time the 
Germans have attempted a move- 
ment against the troops in the west 
the effort, after a certain amount of 
success, always of a temporary char- 
acter, has ended in being broken 
against the barrier of the _ alliea 
armies. 

“The great example before all 
minds is that of’ the Marne, where 
Germany had every advantage on 
her side, thanks to her preparation, 
to the superiority of her man power 
and her heavy artillery, and her hid- 
den attack across violated’ Beigium, 
but she was defeated. Today she is 
fighting against the powerful Franco- 
British armies accustomed to wa: |: 
and well supplied; -her effort will- 
again be stopped. Such is the firm 
and calm conviction of French opin- 
ion, the expression of which is seen 
this morning in the press. 

Amiens German Objective. 

“The Petit Journal says: ‘It ap- 
pears now that while § attacking 
from the beginning on the whole of 
the front the Germans have brought 
their principal efforts to the west 
of St. Quentin. In thus acting they 
wished to upset the English, reach 
the Somme and to secure for them- 
selves in this direction a route to 
Amiens, which they want at all 
costs to possess in order to separate 
the English from the French armies. 
It is for this object that the German 
center has made for three days such 
gigantic efforis. Hindered by the 


English, Prince Rupprecht of Ba- 
varia, always with the idea of reach- 
ing Amiens, determined to realize 
his program by passing around the 
obstruction by the north. It is thus 
that he ordered his right wing oper- 
ating north of Peronne to engage 
itself completely. Under the furious 
blows of the assailants the English 
have been obliged to withdraw, but 
the obstinacy with which they have 
fought has permitted them to take 
the necessary measures to oppose 
the plans of the enemy. 

‘Finally the left wing operating 
south of St. Quentin appears to have 
had for its mission the object of ef- 
fecting a diversion in order to favor 
the march towards Amiens. Prince 
Rupprecht expected undoubtedly 
that his troops, marching in the di- 
rection of Paris, would absorb the 
attention of the adversary. But the 
intervention of the French troops has 
disturbed this calculation. Our 
poilus, although much less numer- 
ous, have replaced the English in 
this sector, so that our allies can dis- 
pose of all their reserves to continue 
the fight on the other sectors. As 
for our poilus,-from the moment of 
their entry into the line, in spite of 
their numerical inferiority, they have 
set the enemy at bay, inflicting upon 
him terrible lesses and only yielding 
ground inch By inch by order of the 
command. The defensive struggle is 
continuing in the region north of 
Noyon, while waiting for the right 
moment to give a counter thrust. 
Enemy Advance Over Own Dead. 

“*The Germans have not done 
anything further than apply the for- 
mula from which they cannot de- 
part, but which they planned on a 


Germans from securing a certain 
crossing of the Somme. The French 


hesitation poured in amongst the 
British, infusing fresh vigor and sav- 
ing the stuation. 

“Men now holding the line are 
many of them so dog-tired that they 
do not remember where they came 
from or what day of the week it is, 
but in this respect the situation is 
improving steadily, as reserves are 
moving into position. 

“Prisoners attribute the German 
syccess to the wonderful concentra- 
tion of the artillery, the full advan- 
tage of which they are losing. At va- 
rious places the enemy is most re- 
luctant to occupy evacuated posi- 
tions. 

“Now that we are operating in the 
open, our great superiority in me- 
chanical transport is giving us the 
advantage of mobility over the en- 
emy. The back areas are teeming 
with mutor busses packed with sol- 
diers speeding to the threatened 
posts.”’

guns and airplanes. The question recently was 
met by testimony of Secretary Baker and War

We understood that 
the gun and airplane programs were well ad- 
vanced. : 

On the basis of Gen. Wood’s statement, Senator 
New of Indiana made the extraordinary decla- 
ration that we would be able to deliver only 37 
airplanes in France by July 1 and that the ca- 
pacity of the light Liberty motor for battle planes 
had not been demonstrated.

The decision to make 41-4 per cent the rate of 
interest on the Third Liberty Loan follows the | 
|tendency of the financial market toward higher 
| money. | 

The cost of credit responds to the same in-| 
fluences that result in increasing many other 
costs in war time. Private borrowers long azo 
noted a stiffening of rates at the banks. No. 
weakening of credit was indicated. in their case | 
by the increased rate, any more than it is in 
the Government's case. | 

We have noted in recent months the apparently 
anomalous but really logical course of the market 
that enabled the first 31-2 Liberty Loan bonds to 
command a higher price than the later 4 per cent. 
‘bonds. This was due to the fact that neither the | 
‘31-2 per cent bonds nor the income from them | 
was subject to any form of taxation, whereas the | 
4 per cent, when held in amounts exceeding $5000, 
were subject to the higher increment of the in- 
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come tax. We may see later both the 31-2 and 
the 4 per cent bonds commanding a higher price 
than the new 41-4 per cents and the reason for | 
it is this: | 

The bonds of the first two issues are exchange- | 
able for any other bonds issued by the Govern- | 
ment during the war, no matter how high the | 
rate of interest on the latter. But the 41-4 per 
cents will not be exchangeable. If persons who 
now hold bonds of the first and second issue 
swap them with Uncle Sam for the new issue, | 
they will have exhausted the convertible privi- | 
lege. | 

Of course, if the war goes on for a long time | 
it is conceivable that we, like the British and | 
French, might be obliged to sell bonds at 5 per | 
cent, or even higher rates. Whether to hold the 
early bonds or exchange them for the new bonds 
becomes, accordingly, a gamble on the duration 
of the war. That owners will do well to hold | 
onto them and permit the gross sales of the 4 1-4 | 
per cents to represent practically all new money 
in the treasury is certain.

This daylight saving plan has a good deal more behind it than appears 


at first glance. 


Of course, we all know about the millions of hours that 


are to be conserved and made useful by such a little action as moving the 


clock ahead. But, perhaps, very few 
accomplished in these added hours. 


of us have any idea of what may be 
It is as though we had found the 


philosopher’s stone and learned a method to lengthen our span of life. 


S long ago as 1908 a daylight | 
saving bill was introduced in 
the House of Commons. Im- 
mediately the scheme met derision, 
and numerous scientists were among 
those who called it an idle fad. Oth- 
er gentlemen of equal weight stout- 
ly defended the plan. Various na- 
tions took heed, and in the course of 
time began to experiment with their 
clocks. At this present time most of 
the countries in Western Europe, 
and England as well, are running 
their affairs with the @lock just an 
hour fast. 

The system appears to work best 
during the summer months. So we 
may expect to get a larger measure 
of tennis this year and to spend more 
of our time fishing, golfing or just 
walking around in the big outdoors 
than ever before. 

In the United Kingdom during 
four and a half months of 1916 no 
less than 260,000 tons of coal were 
conserved through the reduced use 
of gas, according to Popular Science 
Monthly. That meant just $2,735,000 
added to the pocketbooks of consum- 
ers. The consumption of electric 
current for lighting purposes was 20 
per cent in the same period. Use of 
illummating oils fell off by 2% per 
cent. 

OR May and June, 1916, the mu- 
F nicipal gas works of Berlin re- 
ported a decreased output of 
508,500 ciibic meters, operating un- 
der the daylight saving plan. This 
reduction was accomplished in spite 
of 18,000 additional gas meters in- 
stalled in the first six months of that 
year, and in the face of an increased 
gas consumption between January 
and April, amounting to no less than 
2,400,000 cubic meters. 

This idea of moving the clock 
ahead was computed to have saved 
10 per cent of the coal used in 
France last year to generate lighting 
power. Approaching nearer home, 
we find that the city of Cleveland 
reduced its fuel bills by $200,000 in 
the first six months after switching 
from Central to Eastern time, which 


is an hour faster. 


Following a careful investigation, 
figures were presented to the Rhode 
Island Committee on Public Safety, 
irfdicating that an annual saving 
would be effected in. Providence 
amounting to $60,000, and that in the 
country at large the total would 
reach $40,000,000.

Certainly an additional hour of day- 
light is worth two of darkness to thse 
person who must labor for a living— 
as almost all of us do. It would seem 
to have been a happy conception that 
is to ease the burden of mankind 
and make things better all around.

an. Aeroplane 


T HERE is no more fascinating 
study in all wireless sciehce 
than the application of radio 
transmission to aircraft. The equip- 
ment of airplanes and balloons is al- 
ready so efficient that messages may 


be sent between ground stations and 


aircraft at great altitudes almost as 


conveniently as one telephones. Mare 
coni has prophesied that “the day 
is just around the corner when all 
aviators must be wireless operators 
as well.” 

An observer who goes aloft te 
spot the fall of shots usually files 
or patrols the air at a height of from 
4000 to 6000 feet. An aeroplane usus« 
ally flies in a figure eight in order 


ito keep his objective point where 


the shots are falling constantly in 
sight, says F. A. Collins in Boys’ 
Life, the Boy Scouts’ Magazine, for 
March. If he is in a free balloon 
he may be tethered by a long rope, 
while a dirigible may hover in much 
the same position for some time, 
Such patrolling is done both day and 
night, since the flash of the guns 
reveals their position. Such scout 
work is, @f course, extremely peril- 
ous, since the wireless aviator is the 
target of aircraft guns and the prey 
of enemy aircraft 

The marvelous accuracy of heavy 
gun fire when directed in this way 
is well illustrated in the case of the 
German cruiser Koenigsburg. which 
was wrecked by British monitora 
The German ship, which was a great 
menace to shipping, had taken refs 
uge far up a river in East Africa.
